And as I have ailigently Read, and weighed the Arguings 
of the Revercnd, and Penetrating Objecier I'now deal with ; 
350 1 Give him. my moit unfeigncd Thinks for the pains He 
hath therein Taken, and.do Acknowledge many ot his Ob- 
jctions very cloſe, and to the purpoſe, ard that it is no other 
then T ought rocxpe, having ſerioutly defir'd All ro' Con- 
Vince niz of Error, cfpccially the Paltors and Dettors of the 
Evangelical Miniſtery. 

2. Whereas the Note of Conformity is oftImprinted upon me; 
( 1do not bclicye it with as og Iatention, bur to preſs 
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me the cloſer in Reaſoning. ) I do acknowledge, I have 
been of the not only moſt Moderate, but Wary and Abſtemi- 
ous Conſormiſts, and that from my moſt native ſenſe of Things 
in Religion.. But ſince I have ſcen into aq 390. I have ſtill 
made the moſt Modeſt aid Silent Recefles 1 could from Con- 
farmity, as ſeeing the Regimental.and Synagogal Conſtitution of 
the Church of England, as it is diſtinguiſhingly, ( but ought not 
ſo to be ) itiled, to be under Prepheric Cenſure, as I have with 
all the Caution I could, yer Freeiy deciard in the Reformation 
to be Reformd, wherein I do indeed Deny the raig@, or 
as we ſpcak Clergy, to be peculiar þ Fer | acknowledge a Goſpel- 
Elderſhip and Dutorate withal my Heart 

This 1 declare with all Reverence and godly Fear, and Artri- 
buting to many, very many Excclling Perſons of the Confor- 
mity ( with whom I confels my Selt altogether Unworthy to 
be Nam'd, or once Thought of ) All that is Due, 

3. The boldneſs of the Cenſure of Dijenters from the 
Kingdom of Chriſt, as Semi-*adduces of the Apoſtacy, I humbly

2. I do ſolemnly declare, 1 Abhor fo flanderous a Charge 
upon any [perſons whatever, holding the Reſurre&tion accord- 
ing to the Scriptures, ſpeaking only in the AbſtraQ, w12. a- 
gainſt the Semi-Sadduciſm if the Apoſtacy : And IJ think the Dit- 
terence very Great; we are alt in Adam's 4peſtacy, I do not 
think it fit theretore to call any perſon on that account A- 
poftate , much of the Antichriſtian Apoſtacy, I have great Rea- 
lon to fear, ts upon us All, ſhould theretore All be call'd An- 
tichriſtians or Apoſtates ! 1] do afhrm, the Enmity to the Dodrine 
of the Kingdom of Chriſt is Antichriſtian Semi-Sadduciſm, ( ta- 
king both in the Abſtract) having ſet up that in Kingdom Coun- 
tertcit; God - forbid , 1 ſhould attribute this in the Con- 
crete to any, eſpecially Proteſtant. And if the One cannot 
be ſeparated from the Other, I do moſt Humbly, with beg- 
ing Pardon of All, Reca#, Ketraff, and Recant that word.

3. I do boldly Avouch, the Reaſon of that Great Dark- 


nels, of the Great Contradiftion, the Great Diſ-inclination 
concerning, and to this Great DcErine of the Kingdom of 
Chriſt is, that the Sable Wings of the Antichriſtian Apoſtacy 
Hover over the Chriſtivn Profeſſuon, and as that began to Riſe, 
{o that Docrine hath been growing under Diſfrepute till ir 
was out of all Honour, but hath gradually Recover'd ſince 
the Reformation, and is Recovering, and will be in its Glory 
at the end of the Apoſtacy. wiz. at, and from 1697. 

3. I do moſt Hum' lv, but moſt Sincerely Appcal ro God, 
Iam not only Free from, but have a great Antipathy and 
ReluQancy, and cyvcn Horrour at thote kind of Notions: 
The Revercnd Objeffor makes common to me and Dr. Meer, 


and Mr. Turner ; how they Explain them I have not ſo much. 


as Applied my ſelf to know; I even fly from thoſe Notions 
of the Eternal Words uniting it felf to the Prime Being, or to 
the Unixerſal Soul of the Creation, mention'd p. 2. Or of Uni- 
verſal Life, Univerſal Matter, Univerſal Body, mention'd p. 25. 
&c. Looking upon them as vain Philotophy, and reſting 
wholly in Scripture Expreſſtons, concerning all things of this 
Nature , and the” Niceze-and Athanaſian Explanations con- 
cerning the Great Mediator's Perſon 1 dare not once think 
of any Werlds before that, the Scrifture , Gene). 1. gives 
us the Hiſtory of the' Creation 1'of; Nor atter the Kingdom 
delivered up; or any whatever , whereof the Eternal Word 
made Man , and according to the Fleſh, the *on of Abra- 
ham, the Son of David is nut the Head of; leaſt the Great 
Analogy of Faith be Injur'd: I know no Expreſſions in the Ser- 
mon concerning Tranſubfantiation-{ignifying any more than 
an Eternal and Ubiquitary Vertue of the Sacrifice of Chriit, as Of - 
ter d and Applied by the Eternal Spirit. Nor have l the leaſt 
Approbation of Dr. Moore's Aiery Tryal, nor - Mr Medes 
Thoughts, that we ſhall not be ſure of our Salvation will the 
Day of Judgment, any further than as the ApoHile Peter lays, 
The Time of Refiturion will be the Niuftrious and publick 
Blotting cut of Sin. I uſe no cloudy nor milty Expreſſions 
with an Intention to hide any ſuch ſuſpefted Dettrines, bur 
own my ſelf of the Faith and Judgment of che molt found 
Orthodox Proteſtant Divines,” and more clpecially T hoſe who 
are calld Calviniſts, alrhough I make them no Standard of 
Faith, but as they agree with the Word of God ] do En-

Scripture in Preaching and Prayer : Amongſt whom I have a 
Singular Eſtcem for many Writings of the to Me truly Ve- 
acrable Objctfor. . 

5. The Value I have for Dr. Criſpe, is, Becauſe 1 think 
God gave him an Extraordinary Talent in Settiug out the 
Unſearchable Riches of Chriſt; but do not Zurare in verba, tye 
my ſclt to his Words or Phratfes, or Sentiments in All T hings; 
but am very clear He intended not any D:f-obligation, bur 
highett Obligation to Holineſs; and Comparing all Parts of 
Him together, am very well perſwaded, Re was Sound in 
the Faith, and of Exccllent Miniſterial Accomplithments 
however if in ſome Parts divided from the reſt, he may feem 
unwary : And in-one Particular place, pag. 346. of the laſt E- 
d:tton, He fo allows the order of Calling , Converſton, Zuſtifi- 
cation; as ſhews it is a differing manner of Apprehending 
'Thinosas inthe Eternity of God,, and in the Aftual Ranſom for 
Sin paid by Chriſt, and not as He works in us; that gave 
him the Reaſons of ſpeaking of Zuſtification , and Salvation 
trom Eternity ; and betore Faith or Kepent ince. F 

I underſtand my felf no otherwiſe to have ſpoken of Juſli- 
fication by the Ejjewial Righteouſneſs of God, than: as the Suf- 
ferings and Obedience of Chriſt, by which we are Zuſlified, rc: 
ccive Value from the [nfimte Righteouſneſs of the Eternal Word; 
to which all Scripture agrees, calling ir the Rrghteouſneſs of 
God, and Chriſt ; Jehovah cur Righteouſneſs. : 

In a word, Iknow my ſelf to agree Subſtantially in Theſe 
Things with the Soundeſt Maniſters of the Word ; however 
we may ſeemingly differ in our manner of Explanation. And 
to 1 am fully ſatished Dr. Crip did. 

6. Whereas there is. Doubt made, Whether I Acknow- 
ledge the Kingdum of Chrif to have been a Kingdom all a- 
long to the Thouſand Years : I do now Fully aud Freely ac- 
knowledge Chriſt to have on-his Head many Crowns ;, 1 acknow- 
ledge, the Man Chri& 7eſus by his Union to the Eternal Word, 
isa King without Beginaing or End of Days ; Even by that 
which we call a Communication of Properties : He is a Ang 
from Eternity to Eternity, as thg Eteraal Word is, even in tne 
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State of the Kingdom delivered up to God, and to the Father, Al 
in All, And that our Eternal! Pnjcyanont of God, and Uni 
and Communion with Him is by the Eterual Word 1n Our Nature. 
And that Thzs is that Kingdom of Eternity. 

| Acknowledge further, That the Government of God in 
the World, and eſpecially towards his Church, was by the 
Eternal Word; as to be Incarnatz, and ſtill the Manifeſtation 
hereof was Higher and Higher ; the Types and Prophecy 
clearer, as his Appearance in Fleſh drew ncarer; fo higher 
at his /ucarnation, at his Baptiſm, higher at his # eſurredion and 
Aſcenſion ; when in that Great Ecene He received the Sealed 
Beck as a Lamb newly ſlain, Rev. 5. 

I Acknowledge turther yet an Illuſtrious Appearing and 
Breaking out of that Kingdom in the Roman Pagan Empire Be- 
coming Chriſtian, calld Rev. 12. the Kingdom of our God; and 
that at the Reformation, Chrilt ſer as it were his Right Foct 6n the 
Sea, and his Left Foot en the Earth, making a Challenge . of an 
Univerſal Dominion and Kingdom, Rev.10. 

But 1 ſay, ThisKingdom hath been hither to all alongAdmi- 
niltred by the Eternal Word, Ruling and Governing, as in the 
Name of himſelfas Sn of Man, and tince his Death, asflyP'd 
the Lamb, and that it hath been Executed by a Divine /"ower in 
a Providential Sway of the World, and ofall I hings in it 
and by his Spirit, and his word in an Evangelical and Spiritual 
Government on his Saints, and by Zudiciary Acts of Leaving 
his Enemies to Themſelves, to Hardnels and Blindnels of 
Heart ; As alſo' that the Judgment upon Spirits ſeparated 
irom Bodies, is | 469 x — yen by Chriſt, Receiving the Spirits 
of his Saints to himſelf, and Condemning the Wicked to 
Remain Spirits in*Priſon to the Judgment of the Great Day 
when an Immediate Raiſing and Condemnation will Fall up- 
0n them, even a Being ſlain or condemn'd with the Sword of 
Chriſt's Mouth, and their Carcaſes ſeen a 10-0 Nears, and they 
fall not. Live after the 1900 Nears, but be Caſt into the Lake : 
Thus All Judgment is Committed to the Son, and Angels and 
vaints ſec it, and Loſt Spirits Believe and .Tremble at it. 

_ Further 1 fcknowdidee, That even when the Kingdom 
$\aid to be deliver'd up, and the Son to be Jubject, and God and 
the Father to be Al in All; Yet even then, God will, as the 
Worthy Oppoſcr alſo Intimates, Govern that Kingdom by 
the Eternal Word, Shining: onewith'the- Fathers Glory in the

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Humane Nature. to the Saints by Him united to the Father: 

Ofthis I have heretotore made Confeſſion in many Expreſ- 
fions, and moſt particularly in the Treatife, Entituled, The 
Kingdom of Chrift Entring its Succeſſion in g7. Page 8. | 

I further Acknowledge It cannor be otherwiſe in any mo- 
ment; bur that the Father, the YYord, and the Spirit, which 
Three One ate the Kingternal, Immertal, Inviſible, the On!y wiſe 
God, mult be At im All, in True and Striq Senſe, and that in 
the ſame True and Strict Senſe, the Son as man, is always ſujet, 

Laſt:y 1 Acknowledge, T hart together with ſome Kingdom 
of Chriſt, Then ſhall be a New Heaven and a New Earth, where- 
in Righteouſneſs ſhall dwell. 

Thus far my Reverend Offonant and my Self are, fo far, a; 
1 can Underſtand and Hope , perfetly Agreed concerning 
the Kingdom of Chrif,*and that we both agree with the Word 
of God. 

But now I muſt come to the Things wherein I muſt make 
Confcſhon I am at a very Great but moit Unwilling Di- 
ſtance from him; and though the Diſtance be not in any 
Points of Neceffity to Salvation, yer ſuch as do ſo much I. 
luſtrace the Glory of Chriianuty,the I ruth of Prophecy, fo Rui- 
nous and immmediately Deſtructive to -Athiſm and Antichri- 
ſtianiſm; ſo chaſtiling of all Proteſtant Formality, External 
Pomp, Grandicur, and of the Love of this preſent State and 
World, that I ſtand in humble Amazement, that God hath 
hid Them from his S:rvant Baxter. 

And they are Theſe Four, wherein we differ : 

I. That there is bclides all the Kingly State of Chriſt, where 
in we are Agreed, a diſtin& Kingdom to Jeſfis Chritt, as that 
Great Sou of Man; To the highelt Noontide Glory, of which 
God hath Afﬀign'd a Thouſand Years; and when it hath ut- 
rerly Subdued All Enemies, it is to be deliverd up to God and tht 
Father, and the Son to be ſubject 1n that very Senlc. 

2. That the Prophecy of the Revelation, however 1t includes, 
and chat very Eminently the Fall of Pagan Imperial Rome, yet 
It is chiefly prepar'd tothe deſtruftion of Artichriſtzan Rome, 0 
its'yet Continuing State, and to ſet out the Glory that hall 
follow in that Kingdom of Chriſt. 

3. T bat the New Heaven, and the New Earth are not deſign'l 
to the Eternal Kingdom of God by Jeſus Chrif, but to this1000!: 


Kingdom of Chriſt Remarniaghbelew. And They Fly ms = 
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that Kinedom is deliverd up, and the Wicked put down into the 
Lake, T hey being for the Saints above and below. 

4. That there ſhall be a Glorious Reſtoration of the Twelve 
Tribes of Tjrael in the Kingdom of Chriſt, in Anſwer to All che 
Types, Prophefies, and Promiſes, in Love to the Fathers, and as 
etpcctally to Jeſus Chriſt, God over AH, bleſſed for ever, who cage 


of Th:?m; but no ſuch as ſhould eicher mean a Reſtoration ot 


the Levitical Frame, but in its Spiritual Completion, nor any 
ſuch D:minion of them, as T hey and ſome Chriſtians dream of 
over the Gentile Chriſtians, but fome Honourary Precedency, 
while All are ovooe:«a, one Body with Then, even the 
ſſrazl of God. 

In all: Theſe, I will endeavour Two Things. - Firſt, to 
eſtabliſh the Aﬀertions upon ſo Fundamental Reaſons, that 
though many Particularities can only probably, and not tv 
SaristaCtion of thoſe who dillent, be defin'd, yer TI hey mult 
needs perſwade the Main Truths. Secondly, 1 will Aniwer 
the molt Material ObjcEtious of the Reverend Opponent. 

ThreeThings I mult alo necefſarily premiſe, T hat where- 

; the Reverend Adverſary. Infinuates, an Adding to the 
Word of God in Teaching Theſe Things; and Takin? bros 
Name in vain in Prayer for them; It ought to be confider'd on the 0- 
ther t1de, that there is the ſame danger in Taking awav, that 
there is in. Adding; But on neither fide of us, I hope, does ſuch 
danger lye; For where the word of God is ſincerely waited. 
upon, God is no more Severe upon his Servants, then 
upon Nathans miſtake ia Encouraging Daw to Build the Tem- 
plz, but will Reveal in his Time, ( ac their Being with Chrilt, 
if not ſooner, when They ſhall Hear all the Unutterable M- 
ſieries, much more whatever may now te utter'd,) even that 
unto Them. ' And as to their Prayers, The S$irit Helps their 
Infirmities, even when They Know not what to Pray tor, as 
they onght; andmakes Interce{ron according to thelVillsfocd for Them, 
with Groans, that are not to be Utter'd ; And God who ſearcheth the 
Fleart, Knows the Main Senſe of the Mind of his Saints, to be 
the Mind of the Spirit, which is always according to the Will 
of God, So They who are fo help'd, are Accepted in the 
Main, thongh on cither ſide, They may err in particulars. 

2. I hat which makes the T hings pertaining ro theſe points 
Exceoding difficult to be diſcours'd, and which lavs Thoſe, 
wich ditcourſe of Them, under ſo Great Prejudice and Dil- 

* C advantage, 
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advantage, is; Beſides the yet continuing Darkneſs, and 
Gloomyneſs caſt upon us fromthe Apoſtaſte in the Atmoſphere 
or Black Air of which, we yct continue; Beltdes this, 1 ſay, 
It is a very great difficulty to be Encounter'd, that ſccing the 
T hings arc in the Wiſdom of God, given only, here a Lite, 
and there a Little, Men without comparing, and laying Them 
together, will be ſubjc& to ſtumble concerning them, and 
without ſome Scheme of theſe Things, drawn from Scrip- 
ture, Nay, without a Scheme conſiderably Full and Large, 
the Particulars cannot be ſeen, bur at great diſadyantage; Ag 
the parts of the Body beheld in a Mangled, or/Torn Condi- 
tion, or ſome words of the moſt Exccllent Book without their 
Frame, Concatenation and Coherence; So diſcourſe of the 
Symbels of Prophecy without their Contexture, ſcerns Odd, 
Antick, Phantaſtick, Enthuſtaſtick, as the very Images of 
Beaſts, Horns, the Whore, that Prophecy makes ulc of; when 
the High Reaſon, Spirituality, Admirable Arr, wherewith 
All Things are Couched _ put together, when duly com- 
par'd, and Fitted out to the other, is not ſeen, nor conceiy'd. 

And even They, who may have juſt Apprehenſions of 
ſome parts of Prophecy, if They have not look'd to All parts, 
may thence Receive Greater DifſatisfaCtion from the diffe- 
rent Judgment of Thoſe, who have conlider'd the whole, 
not only becauſe They do not well Comprechena what is ſaid, 
that They have not yet underſtood, and fo are diſpleagd at 
that, but much more becauſe T heir own Opinions are croſs d, 
and contradifed 3 This is, when Their Minds arg not duly 

repared, and Free; Burt this notwithſtanding, I am oblig'd, 
Ce laid my Hand to this Plough of the Kingdom of Cod, 
not to Look back; And I am much cn that beſides 
Divine Help, I have Found heretofore very Great Favour 
and Candor from my Reverend Adveaſary; and doubt not, 
thall again do fo, and from all others in due Time. 

3. I cannot but be aware, that the ſtate of Chriſtiaas is ſuch 
that They ſeem much unfitted ro be Fed with Oght, but 
Milk; the Beginnings of the Dodfrine of Chriſt, and the Firlt 
- Principles of the Oracles of God ;, and ſeem elſe ro be Diſtracted, 
Puzzled, and Confounded, and not Edifed ; Alſo this makes 
many Holy Good Men, ſomewhat ſevere on ſuch difcour- 
ſes. But notwithſtanding this, faith the Apoſtle, we will go 
on to PerfeRion, if God permit: For as in his days, it = 
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the only prevention of Apoſtaſie, when it was in the Myſtery cf 
Iniquity, working forward; So it.is the Great Inſtrument, 
prepar d by God tor Recovery out of it, now it is going off; 
and therefore even on ſo Great an Account, as the Difgrisfa, 
ion of ſuch Good Men, and whercin T hey Intend well ; 
It is not ro be Forborn. | 

I come therefore to the firſt Point propos'd, and that is; 
T hat belides che Former moſt Agreed Repreſentation of the 
Kingdem of Chriſt, There is yet a diſtindbKingdom, That it is 
fo di{tinCt, as to be often in Scripture ſpoken of, as The King- 
dom of Chriſt, as in ſome ReſpeRs, the moſt proper Kingdom of 
Chriſt; and his-Kingdom, in a moſt peculiar way ; and Chrift 
and the Apoſtles often ſpeaks of it in ſuch an Eminency; Thar 
it is ſaid to come; To be deliverd up; and therefore it may be 
faidto Begin, andtoend, and it is no injury to the other 
Repreſentations of his Kingdom before confeisd, and always 
to be confelsd; Andit is a Kingdom fo of the Delignation, 
Approbation, and Delight of God. and of his Preſence in it, 
and with it, and ſo much to his Glory ; that ir is call'd by 
Chriſt, alſothe Kingdom of God, and of his Father, and fo 
alſo very often in Scripture it is caild; And to this the Types, 
the Prophefies, the Promiſes, and Diſcourſes of all kinds in $a- 
cred Writings, have fo Great a Regard, that it is the Key of 
All; andyetin the Admirable Wiſdom of God for the Per- 
miſſion of the Apoſlaſte it is leaſt Receiy'd or Beliey'd ; but as it 
is either Providentially, or Spiritually, and Evangelically 
Adminiſtred before hand, or as it ſues into Ecernity 

And this Kingdom may be deſcrib'd tobe a Supreme Occo- 
nomy or Government, and diſpenſation of God towards the 
Family of Heaven, and Earth in the Fullneſs, not only of Time, 
as when Chriſt Firſt came; but of Times, or of All Time; 
whercin Jcſus Chriſt, as the Great Son of Man, or Lamb in the 
Humane Nature, who was Firſt Humbled, and became a 
Sacrifice by the Death of the Croſs vitt>ly, as in the Face of Hea- 
ven and Earth,ſhall in rhe very ſame Nature be ſoExalted, Far 
abovePrincipaliticsand Powers, and cvery Namethat is named 
in Heaven, and in Earth, tothe Glory of God the Father. And as 
the Divinity of the Erternal Word, uniting to it ſelf the Hu- 
mane Nature, Retird its Glory, that that Humane Narure 
might be in a Humiliation, whereof thc Divine was Infi- 
nitely Incapable, and yer in 2 aj of Perſonal Union, w_ 
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ſaid to Empty it ſelf, and co Make it ſelf of no Reputation; even 
ſo ſhall the Divine Perſon ſo Oeconomize and Model the Luſtre of 
itt Glory, that the Humanity ſha}l have a Glory as Singular to it 
Self, as the Humiliation was; and the Dizauity of the Perſon 
of Chriſt be Glorified, and Exalted in this Glory ; even as it was 
Humbled, and became of no Reputation in the Humiliation of the 
Humane NPture. 

Of which Occoncmy or Difenſation, the Rain-bow is an E- 
minent Symbol, whoſe Glories are received from the Sun, bar 
yet it is obyerted to the Sun, and hath its Glory diſtin& and 
diſtant, as in Exckiel's Viſion, c. 1. From which Viſion as ſhew- 
ing the Glory of the Throne of the Great Son of Man, Ezekiel 
is ever after lyI'd Si of man , fo as ( except Damel only in 
a like Viſion to Exekiel's of the Sandtuary clean'd ) no other par- 
ticular perſon is to nam'd but Chriſt the I rue Son of Man, 
And the Rain-bop is ever after made an Emblem of this Kingdem 
of Chriſts, as ſo receiv'd from the Divinity, and yer ſo obver- 
ted and ſhining diſtinAly by it ſelf,that every Eye thall fee him, 

In this Kingdom it is, That Jeſus Chrift as the Second A- 
dam , the Lord from Heaven, and promiſed Seed of the Woman 
ſhall have a New Heaven, and a New Earth, and a Reſtored 
Creation, Freed from Yanity and Corruption, 1n a perfe&t Peace 
of the Creatures, the Lion and the Lamb, &c. And a Werid 
to come put into his Hand, with Full Power,and the Serpent and 
his Secd eating Duſt, eyen all his Enemies at the FootRo.l of 
bis Feet, and fo Adorning his Triumph and Glory at the 
yery Beginning of his Reign, and at the End pur quite below 
his Feer into the Lake. 

In this Kingdom it is,that Chriſt Inhabits the New Heaven with 
all his Saints of the firſt Reſurrefion, who will then have Died 
and Slept in and by Him ; And then the Glory of Chriſt ſhines 
down and maintains continual V ifiits to his Living Remaining 
Saints below as by a Jacob's Scale or Ladder, who are in the 
New Earth changd intro Bodies of Paradiſe in a Moment, and 
at the ſame Moment in which the Saints Riſe. 

Of this Kingdom 1 affirm, it- hath a Thouſand Years dJpra- 
tion of Glory and full Luſtre; having beſides Seventy five 
Years ( from its Succeſon) Of Preparation for its Glory, betore 
ic, and a little Time” or Space atter this Full G'ory, when 
its Beams ſhall be withdrawn from this Lower State; the Op- 


portunity of which Satan and, his Gog and Magog, all the 
Wicked 
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Widked ( that had been Raisd, to lie at the Footfcol of Chrift 
from the very Beginning of the Thouſand Years , being 
Lofed,) Take to make a bold and inſolent Attempr on the Holy 
City,to draw it to Defeftion,and upon the Appearance of their 
Leaſt Abatement of the former Fervors of Love and Obedi- 
ence, and Deſire of the Preſence of Chriſt in his Glory and 
Kingdom ;, Chriſt that was the Security of his Church in that 
State, catches up his Saints to Himſelf, and to his Throne, and 
as with Flames from Heaven, 1 hrows Satan and the Dead into 
the Lake of the ſecond Death with Death it ſelf. And thus the 
Laſt Enemy Death is fubd ued; As alfo by the Civing Saints putting 
on Abſolute Incorruption and Immortality. For as Adam was to 
have overcome the Poffibility of Death by Obedience , ſo 
Chriſt did indeed by his Obedience and Death ; and Death ard 
Hell being Caſt into the Lake,the Kingdom zs reſignd up to God 
and the Father, that He may be All in All. 

Now the Attempt of Satan was by Gog and Magee in the 
Four Corners of the Earth, By whom I underſtand the Dead, or 
the Lof# Wicked, whoſe Carkaſſes are without and abroad.:: 
For They go forth to ſee Them, whoſe Worm dieth not, and 
their” Fire zg5 not quenched, and the Wine-preſs is trodde: wiihout 
the City, as Places of Execntion are without the Gate, where they 
lie Captivarted, even as Satanin the Abyſs. 

Now when the Beams of the Glory of the Kingdom of Chnf 
are withdrawn at the end of the Thouſand Years , Both 
Satan, and Gog and Magog become loofed ; and they make. the 
Attempt before ſpoken of: And it is no more wonder 
then that Devils Believe and Tremble, and do All they can 
againſt God , that they who have ſeen the Glories of 

hriſt a Thouſand Years. ſhould yet riſe up againſt him, when 
the Chains, thoſe Spiritual Chains of the Glory of Chriſt in his 
Kingdom that were about them, are looſed, 

Nor is it any greater Wonder that the Living Remaining 
Saints ſhould be 1o permitted ro Abate in their Zeal for the 
Glory of Chriſt then that Angels in Heaven, and Adam in Para- 
diſe ſhould Revolt ſrom their Obedience and Loyalty to God ; 
Or that Chriſt now about to pur an end to all Church-ſtate on 
Earth, ſhould ſuffer that ſo juſt Occaſion to do it, as it were 
[bewing it out of his Mouth. 

hus I have given a general Delineation of the Kingdom 
of Chrift, and as much as I could in ſo general a _—y 
al 
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laid my Hand upon the Principal ObjeQions in the Reverend 
Adverſary's Oppolittion; and now proceed to the Arguments, 
wherein I muſt undergo the Diſadvantage of being much A- 
bridg'd in what i have to Say ; becauſe I ſhall neither find 
among Men an Allowance of Time to Read, nor of 
Thought, much leſs to, Conſider what] Write; nor ſo much 
' as of Thoſe who will Receive what is Written, fo far- as to 
Recompence the Charge of Printing: So much do Men ſeek 
All Things, rather than the Things that pertain to this 
Kingdom f Jeſus Chriſt : But fo far as | can, I will give the

Arg':ment 1. The Lamb is King of Kinzs, and Lord of Lords, 
Kang of Kings, 4c. 1s a Title wa Significant of a Great King- 
dome and Umuerſal Monarchy : It is given to God, 1 Tim. 6. 15, 
'the onely *uprcam, Abſolute, Independent, Paramount Me- 
narch, and that as Introducing Chriſt into his Kingdom, not 


done at the Aſcenſion of Chriſt, but in his proper Time ; lt is 
given to Nebuchadnezar in part; King of Kings, Dan, Chap: 2. 
37. as the Golden Head of that Image of Univerſal Monarchy; 
Styled Dreadful and Terrible ; which howeynr Oppoſte to 
that Kingdom of Chriſt, and in Delay of it; yet in regard of V- 


niverſal Monarchy, had ſomething Typical of it, and was a Ce 
tendar of Time toit : He hath alfo this Tule, Revel. 19. writ- 
ten on his Vefure, and on his Thigh particularly, as moſt Sig- 
nificant of him, who deſcended trom the Thigh of Abraham, 
and of D&zid; In Honour of which Deſcent, was undoubtedly 
putting the Hand under the Thigh, in uſe in the Patriarchal Time 
of Abraham in Swearing. Now then both the Name the Lamb, 
and the Title on the VeHture and Thigh, are Expreſſions of the 
Humane Nature of the Medzator, ſo Innocent , ſo Sporleſs, 
and the Great Sacrifice ; I herefore before the Mediatory King- 
dome deliverd up, while hc ſtands in the place of the Lamb ina 
Vefture on his Thigh, as'the Son of Abraham Heir of the World, 
and on the Thron? of David his Father, that is, as Mediater, he 
muſt >e an Univerſal Monarch, which he hath nor beenyet ; for 
he muſt overcome the Tew Kings, that he mav appear ſuch; and 
the Heavens muſt open to him, ſo that that Kingdom cannot 
have yet been; Nor can ſuch {tric Notiens of the: Human?

Argument 2. TI he ſecond Scripture I inſiſt upon therefore 
is, 1 Cor.

So there 
ſhall be a Time after the Glory of the T houtand Years, 
whercin there 1s a Caſiing All into tac Lake, which is cxpreſt 
in Paul's Epiſiles, as in ExaReſt Agreement one with another, 
by the ſooften mentioned xaJagy#7, in Preparation to the De- 
livering up of the Kingdom to God and the Father.

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angeliyd by all his Servants the Prophets here Centers. Now 
hereiu / ſhall uot be able in ſuch Straitneſs of Room, to ſay 
the Tenth part of what is to b: ſaid ; And what 7 do fay, 
(though 7 will do what cver I can to Shade my much eſtecm- 
ed Adverſary) yerthe very Nature of the Thing that 1s to be 
ſpoken of, will require fonic Earneſtneſs: T he contrary Sen- 
timent I am to oppoſe, ſo far as [can nnderitand it, is; That 
the Afocalyps "6g it ſelf; except ſome ſhare of Intercſt, thar 
the 7ews of thole Times may have in it, in the change of 
Pagan Imperial Rome, from Pagan to Chriſtian, and that this 
.emploies the Seals, the Trumpets, the Pials; And that the Thou- 
fand Trars of Satan Bound, are but the Deſcription of the Hap- 
py State ot the "hurch from Conſtantine to the Turkiſh Greatneſs 
of Power; and the New Jeruſalem State of no other Importance 
but to ſpeak the Chriſtian Church in ſo happy a Change, whierc- 
in the Martyrs are Bleſs'd with Chriſt in their Spirits, and are 
in great Honour alſo here below ; Excepr, as it may bcalſo a 
Type, or an Emblem of the Glorious Sate of the Kingdom of 
God and of Chriſt in Eternity, in the New Heaven and Earth , ſup- 
poyd to continiie to Eternity : All except this 1s ſuppogd to 
deſcribe the State here below. 

In the mean time, Papa! aud Antibriftian Rome, though it be 
not excusd hereby from other Charges, yet the Weight, the 
main Stroke, the Hail, each Stone as a Talent that talls in this 
Prophecy, falls quite ſhort of Papal Rove. 

; Now whithout any Aggravations of the portentouſneſs of 
ſuch a Sentiment, 7 ſhall uſe no other Remonſtrance againſt ir, 
but what will fall in with the Proof 1 ſhall give, that this Di- 
vine Bock, wherein all the Wiſdom, Ingeny, and Learuing of 
all Ages and Nations is Aiiembled , is afign'd to a. much 
more Excellent Purpoſe ; 7 ſhall give then in brict theſe Four 
Arguments, which ſhall boall 7 will at thistime make uſe of ; 
but / have prepar'd by me a New Apocalyptical Key., that be- 
ginuing at the End, moves Backward ro the Beginning of 


this Prophecy, and ſhews, the Lamb hath from his Reſurredtion. 


been Guiding and Condudting all Time, and the Events of 
it, according to the Types of the Prophecy given to that Kingdom, 
wherein hc 1s to to be ſeen in the Glory of the Humane, Nature; 
which. as he Received trom the Father, He will Return and 
Sarrender up to the Father, at the Time deſign'd in ſuch 2 
State, that the Kingdom of God All in. All, may be a = 
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ſhade of an Enemy, and Himſelf and his, Saints Infeparably 
United to the Father, and be as God was, and zs from. Eternity, 
11 perf: Glory and Peace to Eternity, 

Now it will be Found, that One yery Confpicuous and E- 
minent part of this Prophecy is. indecd taken up, in bringing 
the Pagan Empire to becomeChrifiizn in. Name and Proſefhon, 
chough ir ſoon after Apoſtatized. T his is allowed. 

Argument 1. Sceing it hath, pleaſed, the Wiſdom, the Grace, 
and Infintie Preſcience of our God, to give a Prophecy peculiar 
tothe New Teſtament, it cannot with Reverence and Honour 
to Him, be ſuppogd, that a Prophecy fo Admirable in its Frame 
and Contexture, ſo Rich,.if 1 may be, bold fo.ta ſpeax, in its 
Devices, Emblems, and Figures,fand fo large in- its Repreſen- 
tations, that It thould not Comprehend the State of the Chri- 
ſrau Church to the very laſt, and rq the winding up of Things; 
eſpecially when it bears fo great an Appearadce thac it does 
ſo; in not only Joyning, bur Wreathing Eyents into the Jaſt 
End of Things. | 

For who can bur ſay, that the Three Jaſt Chapters of the 
Revelation, carry a Wonderful Appearance of the Lal: End of 
All; and as we ſhall find the ſeyeral Parts. and Events of the 
Prophecy, do ſo Lock One into anorhee, that if the 'End of All 
be at the Laſt, there muſt be ſom= Eycnrs coming to paſs one 
after anohter, from the Beginning to the” End, .withour any 
Gap between; Becauſe the Beginniug,, the End, and rhe Mid- 
dle Parts of the Prophecy are ſo cnchain'd and enchag'd.to 
and into One Another, as not to be'pofſibly ſeparated from 
One Another. | 

Se-ing then, that no Que, that Reads the End of the Reve- 
lation, can but think, ir Deſcribes the laſt End of All, it cannot 
indeed be otherwiſe, that fo mypch plain Language, can be 
otherwile' underſtbod,” If, that be ſo, then, 1 ſay, the Events 
of the Prophecy are fo linckea, rhere muſt be a Line of them 
ron1ing ſtrair-forward from the very Beginning ro the End ; 
and therefore the- Prophecy cannot End at Conſtantine , nor 
rap over Events berween, from Ccufantine to the Turks, 
about the Year 1300, and fo to the very Jaſt End of 
Things, to the Heavenly State of the Saints in the New Hea- 
ver, and the New Earth, nor_ to the Deſtrufion of Satan and 
the Wicked in the Lake, without the middle Events berween. 
there muſt be therefore 4ntichriſſian Reme between Pagan 
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Rymeandthe End, or ſome other great Event, as that, toſup- 
port'the Courſe of Time. BS 

Objeft. And if it ſhould be faid, Prophecy does in its Elo- 
quent way of ſpeaking, make uſe of the higheſt Repreſen- 
tations, .on occaſion of any _ Remarkable Providence of 
Mercy or Judgment, taken either from che Glory and Hap- 
neſs of - Heaven, or from the Horrour and Wrath of Hell , a; 
many Inſtances may ſeem to bear out, both in the 0d and 
New Teſtament, and yet intend only ſome much leſs Things 
of this preſent World. : 

Anſw. I Anſwer, Becauſe there was Scripture ſtill behind 
to ſuſtain and make good ' All at laſt; even cheſe laſt Chap- 
rers of -the Revelation ; the Objeftion may be Allowed in 
the Main ; And what-ever hath been 1aid before in any 
part of Scripture, oreven in the Revelation it ſelf, (as Chap. 6. 
ult.) that had not its. Fulfilling in its Intention by the Divine 
S$pirir, look'd to [this laft Iffue, it look'd hither ; For here it 
hath us juſt Fulnefs of Event, Meaſure ſhaken together, preſ 
don, and running over. I am perſwaded that even 7ohn 21. 25. 
Looks no higher : No World but the World to come,could con- 
tain All Chriſt Did and Said. Bur if this laſtof Scripture-prophecy did 
not Accomplith Atl Things to the very heighth,and it Self alſo, 
Both rhe Prpophccizs that went before it, and ir Self, would loſe 
the due glory of Truth; for all che ſwelling Rhetorick and feem- 
ing Hyperboles, cirher in defcribing Merczes or Judgmrnts, had 
bur Party-tulfillings before, and look hither, to be pertettly 
falfilled, char they may make good All, that was ſpoken 
heretofore toevery Jots of them. 

For the Honour therefore of the Prophecy of the New Teſts 
ment in all Conſiderations, it cannot, be, but this Prophecy 
muſt draw a Line over the Chriſtian Church, from the Refur- 
refion ro the End of All Things; And if it be, but granted, ic 
Pourtrays the Laſt End, cvery Thing is ſo enterwoven, it 
muſt alſo give the Events before it. 

Argum, 2. Seeing God hath given ſuch a New TeMament- 
Prophecy, and there hath been in the Jacgment of all Pro- 
teſlantsio great a Deiettion from the Truth and Puriry of 
Chriſtianity, that hath ſpread ſo far, and born up ſo long, 
1t cannot be ups but that ſo Great a Prophecy ſhould give 
notice of it, that the Seryants of Chriſt by ſame Crevices of 
Light arall Times, as it bath incyery Age come to pals, - 
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bya Full, and Clear Light, e're the End, ſhould know, that 
this Thing was Foretold before ir came to paſs, that when it 
comesto be Diſcover, and fully lay'd Open and Bare; There 
may be Adorings of the Infinite Wiſdom, and Truth of God 
in Giving ſuch a ſure Word of Prophecy concerning it: T hus 
when the Barbarous Nations Ruſh'd in upon the Chriſtian 
Empire, and its Ruin and End was Foreſeen; There was a 
Stream of Light from this Propheey, that caus'd a- General 
Sound in the Church at that Time, that Antichrift was Born 
And it was fos He then according to this Prophecy En- 
ter'd into his Succeſſion; So about the Year $00, when 
Image Worſhip was eſtabliſh'd, and ſo from Time to Time, till 
the Reformatzon, there have been Sneeſings by a Power of God, 
as] may ſo expreſs it, of this Prophecy, and Light breaking 
forth, thatthe Papacy and Catholice Rome were Antichriſt, the 
Whore of Babylon; and Popes the Beaſt, that Carried Her. So that 
it is even Prodigious, that, as Men ſpeak, at this Time of Day, 
ſo near the Fall of Babylon, and the Kingdom of Chrif, Any of 
theProteſtantElders orMiniſters, and,as I firmlyBelieve, of thc 
Witneſſes of Chriſt, ſhould demur to this, whether the Re- 
velation have deſcrib'd the State of Papal Rome, or ſhould 
once call it into doubt. 

Argum. 3. It were Prodigy, if fo Great a New Teſtament Pro- 
phecy, as the Apocalyps, or Revelation. ſhould ſo magnitie the 
Roman Pagan Empire, becoming Chriſtian, becaufe of the Cella- 
tion of Perſecution, and the Grandieur of Temples, Monaſte- 
nes, the Chriſtian Hierdrchy, asto date fo- Glorified a Milenni- 
un, Or 1090 Nears upon it, as 1s ſerout, Rev. 20. x, vc. when 
atthe ſame Door, that Theſe Things came in, the Chriſtian 
Puricy, Humility, Mortification, Self-deniai, Contempt of 
this World went out; and rogerher with that. Grandeur, 
came in Ambition, Avarice, Luxury, ſtriving for Places, 
Dignthes, Titles, in Regard of which, even the Chriſtian 
Church hath been the Emporium, or Exchange for ſuch Traf- 
tque; and ſo, notwithſtanding the Reformation, continues 
to this day, beſides the Idolatry, Superſtition, Fopperies of 
allKinds,that have Crowded, yea,Ruflfd in as aMighty Flood, 
on which Account there hath been, one may ſay, a 1009 
Years Fair for All thoſe Wares of that Bill of Mcrchandile; 
Kev. 18. 12, 1 fay it might be call'd ſuch a Milcnnial Fair, 
Were 1t not that it hath continued ſo wuch aboye the = 
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Years, - as to Grow now very near 1460. the Reformation it 
ſelf tuffering both in its Honour and Purity, by the Length- 
ning out ot the Time of this Great Marker or. Fair, and 
ſome Retailings from it; The Trade of which, whoever of- 
fer'd ro ſpoil, were Slaughter'd, , cven by I houſands;: Sothar 
in the Cuty or Falſe Church, where this Fair was kept, .is Found 
the Blood of the Martyrs of Jeſus. 

Shall we call this then the 1050 Nears, in which, Judgment 
was Giycn to the Saints? Is this the 1000 Nears Kergn with 
Chriſt, and the Binding of Sathan to decetve- the Nations no mare, 
when Majſes, Pardons, ſndulgences, Purgatory Latine Services, 
Bolies, Souls of Men, .Necks of Emperors have been in a perpe- 
twal Trade for this Worlds -Wealth and State, and to pro- 
vide the whole Mundus Muliebris of the Whore. For my 
Parr, I ſeparate, as much as poſhble may be from Perſons, 
who do nor Aft, | ara ſure, eur of. Malice; -but I Dread to 
Think, how Great an Injury this is to the Divine Spirit; 
and how near it comes in the Mattcr of-it to a Blaſphemy of 
the Holy Spirit, tolnterpret his fo Celebrated 1000 Years in this 
manner? For to Attrivute ro God the Works ot.the Devil, 
isthe Reverſe, or as it were the ocher fide of Artributing the 
Works of God to Belz:-bub; what then, is it to make the- : 260 
Years of the Apoſtajiethe 1000 Years Kingdom of -Ghriſi! 

Beſides, Was not Mahomets Venome Entorc'd by the Saracens 
within 300 Years trom Conſtantine; How Contradictious is 
this Opinion then to ic (elf! | E 

The much Trucr Oracle, then.ſuch an Interpretation of the 
1009 Years, concerning the Chriſczan Empire, and what Fol- 
lowed, was that Voice; Poyſon ts this day diffus'd ints the Church. 

The Almoſt IncrcdibleNumbers- of the I/aldenſes or Vaulois, 
Slaughter'd for keeping the Commandments of, God, ana Hold- 
ing the Teſlunony of F:ſus, One would Thinks ſhould Kaiſea 
Horror in Any Proteſtant Interpreter of the Thouſand Nears to 
LCIXEtRCM fo, tnat the time of that Slaughter thonld Fall with- 
in Them; And yer ſo it mult be; it I hey lye from Conjtan- 
tin?s Criſtian Empire, to the Year 1300.

Preſi Trodden;, by the often mentioning of the Beaf?. So run- 
ning back up ro Chap. 13- to Chap. 11, to Chap. 12. by the 
mention of the Dragon , Chap. 17 is tied to Chap 11. to 
Chap.

both, Chap. 18. is undoubtedly taſt bound to Chap. 17. and 


fo ro whatever former Piſtons that Chap. 17. is joyn'd , and 
aiſo tro Chap. 16, as'the Seventh Yial. by Great Babylon coming in 
Remembrance before God ; Chap.19g. Adheres to Chap. 18. and 
ſo to Chap. 11. Chap. 16, By the City Babylon, coming in Re- 
membrance, on which, Chap.19 follow the Ha a/ujahs on that 
Great Judgment, Verl. 1, &c. It is tied ro Chap. 13, &c. by 
the Beaſt and falſe Prophet, called there the Other Beaſt Again 
ro Ch.15. by che Preparation ro, -and Succeſs of the Batre!

Laſtly; They are tied ro the Yijtons of the Churches, by 
the ſame Promiſes x &. make up the ſame Priviledges of that 
New Feruſalem. 

Theſe and innumerable more Inſtances may be given, and 
each One much more Enlarged upon ; by which it will Ap- 
pear, that the Great Prophecy of the Revelation 15 one entire 
Body,in a double Portraifturc given; One is that of the Chur- 
ces, Anorher is that of the Sealed Book opened, whoſe leveral 
Parts are ſo kai by Joynts and Sinews, and by the Symmetry 
of the whole, which begins ar Chriſt's Reſurrectien when the 
Kingdom was the Right of Chriſt; and ends in the Glorious 
Sate of his Kingdom in full and. peaceable Poffchon ,, that 
whoever Conſiders but the laſt Parr, muſt needs Acknow- 
kdge it hath neyer yer been ; excepr he be either groſly tg- 
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norant, Heynouſly prejudiced, or Deplorably .mad, - There 
being no Sar that” can be diyulsd One irom Another, 
but All Lying Cloſe ina Line; If Rome in any State, or 
Time be once meant, as All Interpreters, Preteſtayts, and Pa- 
pals, and ſome Papals even to the Laſt Allow, ſc muſt be 
meant always, in one State or another; Lill it Come to 
be Burnt, Sunk, as a Milſtane ;, aqd chen the Glorious, and 
Happy State Enſue, which ae” 6M State can be- no other, 
then this Great Kingdom of Chriſt; This is perfe&t Apocalyptical 
Demonſtration. 

And if Any one would ſet Himſelf ſeriouſly to conlider it ; 
He ſhould Find the Figures, and Types of the Revelation, even 
to Admiration, tobe Five ro, not the Retired, and Secret; 
but ( as becomes Prophecy ) to the moſt known, and undenia- 
ble Hiſtory of the State of the Koman Empire, from the very

Bur that which follows the Four 
Mettals and Beaſts, (Interpretatively Kingdoms, For the word 
Monarchy I ſtand not upon) is ſo Great a Kingdom of Chriſt, 
as never yet hath been.; But it is neyer call'd the Ffih,' nor 
ought to be ſo call'd, being of another Kind; any. otherwile 
but as it Follows the Fourthz And becauſe it hath nor yet Fol- 
lowed, the Fourth Kingdom muſt yet be ſtanding according to 
Prophecy; and to ſhew the Roman the Fourth, it is moſt vi- 
{ible ſtil] in the Papal Supremacy. All which, 1 cannot but 
Think, is to due Satisfaftion, made out in that T reatiſe of rhe 
Kingdom of Chriſt ; - Nor need theſe Kingdoms bc ſo univerſal, 
as of the World; ( Such only, Chriſts ſhall be) but Great, 
and ]lluſtrious Kingdoms in the Eye of the World, of Hiſtory, 
and of Chronology, and in a Line of Succeſſion, as a Calendar 
of Time; towhich End, They are alſo Given, and are as in 
Arreſt of the ExpeCtation of Exckiel's Throne, c. 43. 7, till 
They ſhall Expire; Soon after which ſton, the. Yaſuon of the 
Four Kingdoms 1n the Dream of Nebuchadnezzar, the then Tow- 
ering Mouarch, Iatrepreted by Deniel,, was Given; and juſt be- 
tore the End of the Captivity in Babylon, viz. the firſt year of

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the laſt-King Belſhaxzar, whoſe Reigri was very -ſhort, © 7. 
again Given in the Four Beaſts, leaſt, as I faid, Ezekiels Throne 
ould be then expedted, becauſe of the Cefſa'ion of the Cap- 
tivityz, and again, leaſt the Temple-State ſhould be Expected

ate, Cleans'd, 

And becauſe the laſt of theſe Monarchies, wiz. the Romany 
would be the Longeſt ;..T he New Teſtament Hiſtory Remarks it 
continually z and the Prophecy from its Pagan, to its Chriſtian, 
from its Chriſt:an to its Antichriſtian State, and during 'its Anti- 
chriſtian, to its utter Ruin depaints ir, in an Agreement ſo Ad- 
mirable, as never was in the World berwixt Emblem, Hiero- 

lyphic, or Device, (fo call'd) and the Thing Intended to be 

epreſented, as between the Divine Apocalyptical Images, and 
Hiſtory: As I preſume to fay, I have in teveral; publithed 
diſcourſes made out, and roo Long now to Recollet : And 
whether 'Fhis can be ſo by the Mediation of either Chance, 
or Fancy, I Appeal to the Judicious Oppoſer, and even to all. 
Mankind to decide. 

Point3 I therefore paſs to the T hirdPoint proposd,viz.the de- 
ba'e of that Great Queſtion; whether the New Heavens, and 
the New Earth, are to begin with, and to Remain tothe King- 
dom of Eternity, or are proper tothe Kingdom of Chrift, to Begin, 
and to End with that Oeconomy, And as in Appendage to this 
Point, a-ſhort Scheme of the Doftrine of the Keſurredtion will 
be necefſary; and to Free it from ſome Doubts, Raisd by 
the Objetor. And herein I lay down Three Afſercions,. of 
which I wHl only in Strifteſt ſhort Give the Arguments. 

Aſſeertzon 1, That though 1 moſt Heartily Rejoyce in ſo 
much Agreement with my Reverend Adverſary, as that the 
Kiugdom of Chriſt ſhall have a New Heaven, and a New Earth , 
Yet under: this Agreement, . we herein exceedingly ditier 
That, while He underſtands the Kingdom of Chriſt's Ecernal . 
Fruition, 1 Aﬀert, the New Heaven, and the New Earth are 
only proper to that - Oeconomical Kingdom of Chriſt, that is to be- 
gin atthe x000 Nears, according as I have diſcours'd, even the 
Kingdom of the Great Son of Man. . 
= Argum.-1. 
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Argum. 1. The World to come of the ſecond Adam is deſcribed, 
Pal. 8: Even the Kingdom of Jehovah, Adonennu, our Lord and 
King; when he hath All under him, He muſt have Hea- 
wens, Sun and Moon, and Stars, however their Light may be 
drowned ; the Moon aſhamed, and the Sun confounded, when 
He Reiens before bis Ancients in Glory; and all the Great Kings 
Caprive, as in a Pit under Him, Ja. 23. 23. till they are /- 
fited; or lofed in Gog and Mapog after many Days, but to en- 
dure fo but a ſhort Time : And an Ewth Adorn'd with all 
its Creatures; So from the upper Regions muſt be Diſlodg'd 
that Prince of the Power of the Air, thoſe Spirituvl wickedneyes now 
in Heavenlyplaces, and from the Lower Regions, Yamty, Cor- 
ruption, the Curſe, and that Enmity the Frurt of the Carſe, and 
an Univerſal peace enſue. And all this is peculiar to the Son of 
Man, that is, to Chriſt our Lard, whoſe Name ſhall be Excellent 
#n al{ the Earthy, and ſo not proper to the Etconal Word, though 
in = Nature, in his Kingdow of Eternity, when God 7s All 
in All. ' 

Argum 2. The Prophet Eſay Declaring the New Heaven, and 
the New Earth, at the ſame Time Declares a Kingdom of the 
New Jeruſalem, Chap. 65. 17. and Chap. 66. 22, oc. to the 
end; He ſets out the New Heaven, and New Earth, in ſuch Fi- 
gUures, as cannot fir the State of Etermty, but ſuch a Kingdom 
as 1- have now ſet out : And to ſhew it a State that hath never 
been yer, he Deſcribes the Miſery of the Wicked in the Vilſibi- 
bility of it; They ſhall go forth aud behold the Carkaſſes of them, tyc. 
Whici Two Things laid together, viz. A State fo much a 
State of Creation. and yet fuck a View of the Miſery of the Loſt, 
Argue very prcſſingly to the Kingdom before ſpoken, arid not 
the Kingdom of God All, in All, when the Saints are ſo United to 
Him alone, and all the Loſt in the Lake. | 

Argum. 3. TI he Apoftle Peter Promulges the New Heaven, 
and the New Earth, together with the Day of Judgment, which 
hath becn proved to be all at this Appearing Kingdom of Chrift 


And together with the mention of the Thouſand Years, proved 
proper to that Kinedom, and to that Day ; we find Intimation 
of ſo many Thouſand Years, as but ſo meny Days as the World 


will have then paſſed (upon the matter, Six ) leading us 
tr that Sabbatical Thouſand.

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Argum.q4” The Apoſtle John in the Revelation is moſt Exprefs, 
That when He ſaw the New Jeruſalem coming down from God, out 
of Heaven, He ſaw New Heavens, and a New Earth, and the 
Former paſſed away ,, the very word that the Apoſtle Peter uſed ;.

Argum. 1. The New Ekaven and New Earth having been pro- 
ved to be Proper and Peculiar to:the Oeaonomy of *s Kingdom: 
of Chriſt, when ever thatceaſes, They muſt of Courſe and ir 
the Nature of the Thing ceaſe alſo. 

Argum. 2. The Apoſtle Fohn tells us, At the Appearance of 
Him that Sate on the Chryſtal Throne, Revel.20 11. Settng his 
Face, as it were, to the Refſtpning up the Kingdom to Gd and 
the Father, the Heaven and Earth Flew away, by an Efficacious 
Motion of Diffolution ; 7 ſay, into the Divine Immen/ity, nor 
as Parts of the Dine Being, which 1 acknowledge is Incom- 
prebenfible wichour all Parts; but winch is ſo Infinite, that Z 
Humbly Adore Him inthe Myſtery of Creation, as Individuating 
cach Creature z ſo that it is not God but it Self, and: fo Ca- 
pable of Sin, Unhappineſs; and yet the Divine Being is ſo- Im- 
menſe, that we Finite Creatures- cannot underſtand how it is 
Poſlible there ſhould be any Room, in regard of a- Being Fil- 
ling AZ even Imaginary Space, for ( as we ſpeak ) No- 
thing, or for any Creature to be out of Godr; Bur herein 
Thave no S:ntiment bur with Scripture, and all ſound Reaſon, 
and Orthodox Theology ; obſerving only, the Apoſtle does 
not ſay, That the Worlds were made of Nothing , but that 
Things that are ſeen, were not made of Things that do Appear, Heb. 
1h 3. And that in Him we live, move, and have our beings : Now 
according.to the manner of ipeaking, theſe Expreſſions lead 
£0, 
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to, I Endeavour toſpeak:; but uterly dishelteve an Erctnal 
Matter;or Spirit, except the One Eternal Spirit. God, or any 
Eternal Creature; A double Conflagration, I alſo know no- 
thing of, nor believe any ſuch: Theſe Heavens and Earth that 
now are, I know from the Apoſtle Peter, are Reſeru/d for Fire, Of 
the New: 1 Read, that They, Fly away, evycn thoſe of the 
I000 Years; As the neceſſary Connexion, and Sequenee of 
Things from the Beloved City, Rev. 20. g. to rhe Heaven and 
Earth flying away, v. 11. Evince, though the Apoſtle Reca- 
pitulates, c..21.1- and being more full concerning. Them, 
ſpeaks of T hem after the mention of their Flying away, as Cre- 
ated, according to uſual Tranſpoſals of Scripture; and They 
Flew away, that not only 'T hemſclves, but Their place, was 
no more Found; So thatno other could Succeed,: 'which Argues 
alſo, that they were the New. Heaven, and the New #&arth that 
were ſpoken of, and that they continue not to Eternity, and 
that no other can ſucceed them : Much to be obſcrvy'd !

Comes to 
this Union, wherein, the Material | Heaven and Eatrh can, 
though never ſo, New, never ſo: Pure, be.of no uſe; For 
Their Great uſe in Declaring the Gtory of - God, will b. at an 
End ; There will be no moment of T1 ime to look off from 
Bcholding the Glory of the Father in the Eternal: Word, con- 
veying through his Humane Nature the Tour, and rhe Glo 
He had wit the Father before the World began ; Which Appears 
:o me. Abſolutely.. co Diſcharge all Created Mirrors of Dizine 
Glory, and that.cyen the Humane Nature of Chriſt, ſhall not 
be the Object Saints look upon; but the Medium, .or Convey- 
ance 
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ance of the Glory of the Father in the Ecernal Word ; For that 
is the-Glory, Chriſt had with the Father beſore the World began. 
This is the beſt Explanation of G 4 Al in Al, of which Glo- 
ry, Chriſt in his Homane Nature is the Blefſed, both Con- 
veyance, and as united to the Divine Perſon, the Afſurance 
and Securiry :. Very Subordinate Mirrors, if fo much, Saints 
may be to one Another of this Glory; Burt no Creaturcs of a 
Lower Degree, can be without Loſs: For why ſhould that be 
ſeen inthe Reflex, that is{o near in the Original to Saints in 
a Scate of union to it, and ſo the Sight Dirc&t. 

Nor can there be any need of other Things, as by way of 
Divertiſement, when the Enjoyment, the Divine Being had 
or it {elf from Eternity, isthe Saints Enjoyments an Enjoy- 
ment always New, of Infinite: Perte&ion, and ſono uced of 
Variety For it felt is All. ; 

Theneed there may ſeem to be of the New Heaven, or a 
N-w Earth, as Manſions for the Saints Ile Speak of, in the 
next Argument. 

But here I would obſeryc, as a full Explanation of Ozconce 
my, ( of which I have, and ſhall ſtill make uſe) the diffe- 
rences between Oeconomy, and the Eternal State. 

1. Oeconomy is a Free, and Arbitrary Diſpenſation ofthe Fa- 
ther of the Family of Heaven and Earth in his Government of it, 
according to the Ceuncel of brs Will: The Etcrnal State is ac- 
cording to a Law ſo Eſſential to Divine Witdom, and Supre- 
macy, that God cannot deny Himſelf 11 it, aad to He is in it, 
the Aing [nvifible (but as in Chriſt ) Eternal, Immortnl, the 
Only Wiſe God, to whom be Henour and Glory, for ever and ever, 
Amen. 1 Tim. 1 Þ7. 

2. An Oe:onomy is for a Time, Time can Rite no higher 
then to Receive an Oeconviny; The higheſt Oeconomy Time Re- 
ceives, is in its Fullueſe of Times, viz of All Time, Epheſ 1. 10. 
There can be nothing to Time beyond the Fullneſs of Times, but 
Eternity: When Time ſhall have had Fullneſs of Times, Eternity 
Follows. 

3. An Oeconomy is the ſhewing to Angels and Meu the Mn- 
fold Wiſdom of God, by way of Preparation; The Erernal Scare 
is Abſolute Fullneſs,and Reſt; To ſerve this End in the higheſt 
Veconomy of Preparation, as Kings and Prieſts a 1050 Y7:ars 1s 
the Kingdom of Chriſt ; And it is co Chriſt and his Saints, more 
then his Coming to Merc A - , - No Lois on one {1de, 
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nor on the.other, becaulſc it Iſſues into quan It being ther: 
Geclar'd, that God hath Freely, and according to the Good 
pleaſure of his Grace, Predeſtinated to a Conformity to the Image of 
the Son the Eternal Word in. Humane Nature, the Eternal Law 
of that Conformity, is according to the Eflential Law of Di- 
vine Glory in the Kingdom of the King Eternal, &#c. That He 
ſhould, be Al! in Al, as before Explain'd ; And even higheſt 
Oeconomy , and ſo New Heaven and New Earth ceaſe in the 
Kingdom delivered > as Scripture witnefles, For the Glory 
from Eternity, muſt be the: Glory ro Eternity. W hatever is In- 
capable of this flies away ; whatever is Contrary to it, is in the 
Oppolite Eternal State ( tv us an untathomable Depth as yet) 
the Lake of the Second Death.. . 

This Great DoQtrine of God AN in Af, deriv'd from our 
Lord, 7ohn17. and his Apoſtle, 1 Cor. 15. 24, ©&c. is fo far 
from being Te@ro 44v4@, a Fundamental Errour, that it is 
to Me the mne&7owy 'Aandts, The Supream Truth. 

Areum. 4. There ſhall be no uſe of the New Heoven and of 
the New Earth, as a Palace of Chriſt and of his Saints of the 
Firſt Reſurreftion Above, or of the Living Remaining Saints Belo , 
And therefore they ſhall fly away; For They Aſcend up with 
Chriſt far above AZ Heavens, into the G.ory He had with the 
Father befoee the World began, when there was no ſuch Heaven, 
nor ſuch Earth; And he hath prayed, Where He zs, They 
may be alſo. 

And here for the ftrengthning this Argument, 7 would offer 
by way of Appendage ſome brief propoſals concerning the 
State of the Keſurredion, Explaining and frecing trom Obje- 
Rion my former Difcourſes concerning it. 

Rropoſ. 1. The Glurious Bodies of the Keſurreftion , both of 
. Chriſt the firſt Fruus, and Exemplar, and of his ,Saints Cor- 
form'd to him, are Both Specific of the Humane Nature; and [n- 
dividuate, as we ſpeak, or make moſt Diſtin& the Yerſon of 
Chriſt in it,and of eachSaint,and ſoaccording to utmoſtScriprure- 
Light, They continue for ever.

The Reſurreion hath this Peculiar in it for the 
Kingdom of Chriſt ; That it is for Appearance in Glory, even 
All the Low, Deſpifed, Martyr'd Servants of Chriſt thall 
be ſeen in Glory, as the Wicked's Greateſts here ſhall be ſcen 
in Contempr, Diſhonour, and Miſery. This is the Kingdom 
of that Magnificent Show, He who is the Abſclute Putentate will 

ive3 I here muſt be therefore Bodies of Glory to be ſeen in; 
when this Show (hall be over, though the Glorious Bodies ſhall 
on the Account before nam'd, continue for ever ; Yer as for 
the Happineſs of Union, they are fo Spiritualiz'd and Pre- 
parcd to that State of High Spirituality of God All in All; That 
what the Apoſtle ſaid of his Yijional Exaltation, He knew nor, 
whether in, or out of the Body ſhall be much -more ſo, when 
Saws are United to God All in All, and Drinking in the 3j5yle 
51.d)a Of that State, the Body will be of ſmallelt notice to 
Saint's. 

Propoſ, 4. T hat the DoQtrine of the Reſurredfion hath a dif- 
fcring ReſpeCt tothe Saints Dead in Chriſt, who are to be Rais d, 
and to the Saints Living and Remaining, who are to be Chang'd, 
is agreed; and fo in the Main, however differing in Circum-: 
ſtances, Ir isalſo plain, That the Dead arc Rais'd, and the Lr- 
ving Chanz'd wm one and the ſame moment, at the Sound of one 
and the ſame Trumpet, / in this fully Agree; For the Force of 
that, 13. the Apocalyprick Seventh Trumpet Laſts till the King- 
dom deliver d up; But the Difference is, whether the Dead are 
Rais'd ; the Living Chang'd and Caught up at the fame Moment. 
This 1 deny. and Aﬀert the Thouſand Years come between the 
Raijing aud Changing, the firſt Afts, and being Caught up,. the 
laſt Act of Corift s Kingdom, on theſe Reaſons. 1 Cor.I5. 52.

Reaſo: 1, If the Word Yrela, Afterward, or Then, does no
